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Oregon, California

Tae University of Oregon Library, 
Eugene, has obtained a large collection 
of personal and business papers and 
woods and mill pictures of the late 
Judd Greenman, formerly President of 
Oregon-American Lumber Company of 
Vernonia, Oregon. The papers, which 
were obtained from Mrs. Greenman, 
have not yet been processed. 

Prof. Emanuel Fritz, Chairman of 
the California Forest History Commit- 
tee, has added to the collections of two 
institutions. At the University of Cali- 
fornia, Berkeley, where he is Professor 
Emeritus of Forestry, Prof. Fritz has 
placed in the Bancroft Library a file 
of historical materials comprising let- 
ters, notes, clippings and papers on a 
variety of subjects including the Hum- 
boldt County (Cal.) Forestry Com- 
mittee, timber stumpage prices, tim- 
ber resources and timber famine, land 
taxes, the “light-burning” controversy, 
and old sailing ships. 

Professor Fritz has also added his 
personal files on the Western Forestry 
and Conservation Association to that 
important collection which was recent- 
ly deposited in the Oregon Historical 
Society at Portland, Oregon.

Tree Farm Surveyors 
Locate Historic Road 


Guzen McCuesney and Bob Barta, 
Weyerhaeuser Timber Company sur- 
veyors, recently attempted to re-estab- 
lish a survey corner in the Calapooya 
Tree Farm south of Cottage Grove, 
Oregon. To help them they studied the 
original government survey plats of 
1855, and found that the old California 
Wagon Road from the Columbia River 
into California, used even prior to the 
gold rush days of °49, traversed the 
area. 

Searching carefully McChesney and 
Barta found traces of the old road. 
Then on a later trip McChesney and 
Dick Clark, community relations man, 
were led into the back country by 
Leonard Brown, a retired logger and 
rancher, who told of finding clear signs 
of the road soon after he moved into 
the valley in 1913. 

High on a ridge they found the deep 
ruts cut by the wheels of the settlers’ 
heavy wagons still evident after a cen- 
tury of weathering. As the men re- 
traced their steps along the old trail, 
Dick Clark picked up a shiny object— 
a fragment of pottery engraved with 
a small coat of arms. University of Ore- 
gon experts identified it as “white gran- 
ite stoneware made by the firm of 
Rouse & Turner in Jersey City, N. J., 
some time between the years 1859 and 
1891.” (from WerEYERHAEUSER News). 


Annual Paper Week 


DurInG THE ANNUAL Paper Week of 
the American Paper and Pulp Associa- 
tion in New York City, February 16- 
21, Mr. B. L. Orell, Vice President of 
Weyerhaeuser Sales Company, ad- 
dressed the Association’s Board of 
Governors on forest industries history. 
Mr. Orell is the chairman of a special 
study committee which is presently ex- 
amining and evaluating the work of 
the Forest History Foundation. Printed 
copies of his talk are available from 
the Foundation. 

The Foundation was represented at 
Paper Week meetings by Mr. Maunder 
and by its Field Representative, 
Charles D. Bonsted, who consulted 
with a number of pulp and paper com- 
pany representatives concerning prob- 
lems of records preservation and com- 
pany history writing. 


U of Mississippi Lumber Archives 
Stimulates Research and Writing 


IN THE SUMMER of 1956, the Univer- 
sity of Mississippi, in cooperation with 
the Forest History Foundation, began 
collecting the records of the lumber 
industry of the Mid-South. This pro- 
gram resulted when Dr. James W. Sil- 
ver of the History Department, doing 
research on the Carrier Lumber Com- 
pany of Sardis, noted the lack of avail- 
able source materials in this vital area 
of the South’s economy, and consulted 
with Elwood R. Maunder, Director of 
the Foundation, about the matter. 

Chancellor J. D. Williams, Provost 
W. Alton Bryant, and Comptroller 
Carroll North approved the project 
and, through their efforts, library space 
was arranged, funds for collecting and 
processing business records were made 
available, and part-time director, Dr. 
John H. Moore of the University His- 
tory Department, was appointed. 

During the first year, Mr. Maunder 
assisted in organizing a Mississippi 
Forest History Committee to work at 
the grass-roots level in locating, gath- 
ering in, and stimulating interest in 
forest records. 

Not only have several sizable collec- 
tions of business records, as well as a 
few smaller ones, and numerous books 
and trade journals been obtained, but 
already a sizable beginning has been 
made in research into the records. Re- 
cent articles in JouRNAL or MIssIssIPPI 
History, THe JourNaL Or SoUTHERN 
History, and Sournern LuMBERMAN 
are a testimony to the activity of local 
scholars. Dr. Moore, the Director, is 
preparing an article on Masonite.

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Bonstad Visits South; 
Holds Committee Meetings 


MEetincs or THE Washington, D. C., 
and North Carolina Forest History 
Committees and of the Southern Pine 
Association highlighted Field Repre- 
sentative Charles D. Bonsted’s spring 
trip into the South. 

The District of Columbia Committee 
is seeking to locate a repository for 
forest history materials in the area of 
the nation’s capital. Fred E. Hornaday, 
Director of AFA and Chairman of the 
Committee, presided at the group’s 
meeting April 1. 

At Durham, a history of North Caro- 
lina forestry was picked as a primary 
objective at the state’s forest history 
committee meeting April 3 under the 
chairmanship of Dr. Clarence Korstian. 
The former Dean of the Duke Univer- 
sity School of Forestry is readying his 
papers in preparation for his retire- 
ment from the faculty this summer. 
He will, however, continue to live in 


Durham and to head the history com- 
mittee. 

At both the Washington and Dur- 
ham meetings, Mr. Bonsted reported 
on the activities and accomplishments 
of the Foundation during the past year. 
Following visits to Raleigh, N. C., and 
Atlanta, Ga., he attended the annual 
meeting of the Southern Pine Associa- 
tion at New Orleans. SPA members 
celebrated the 350th anniversary of 
both the American lumber industry and 
the southern pine industry which gave 
added emphasis to the talk on forest 
history that Mr. Bonsted made to the 
Association’s Directors on April 11. 

From New Orleans, Mr. Bonsted 
moved up the Mississippi Valley, with 
visits in northern Louisiana, Missis- 
sippi, and Arkansas, prior to attending 
the annual meetings of the Forest His- 
tory Foundation in St. Paul, and the 
Mississippi Valley Historical Associa- 
tion in Minneapolis April 23-25. 


Forest History Interest High in Southeast 


THE ANNUAL MEETING of the South- 
eastern Section of the Society of Ameri- 
can Foresters, in Panama City, Flori- 
da, January 30-31, provided further 
evidences of a growing interest in for- 
est history. At the invitation of Mr. F. 
Herbert Robertson, Chairman of the 
Section and Forester for the Interna- 
tional Paper Company, Elwood Maun- 
der explained the Forest History Foun- 
dation’s work and field program to 
more than $00 foresters in attendance. 

The Souther stern Section has had a 
history committee since 1955 and has 
its archives at the University of Geor- 
gia at Athens. Much credit for the de- 
velopment of a forest history program 
in this area belongs to Mr. P. Warner 
Frazer of the University of Florida 
School of Forestry. 

Professor Frazer who is chairman 
has urged enlargement of the history 
committee to include three members 
each from the states of Florida, Geor- 
gia and Alabama. He further recom- 
mended that each state chapter be au- 
thorized to develop and carry out a 
program of its own in cooperation with 
its collecting institutions and its own 
scholars and writers. 


The SAF meeting provided an op- 
portunity for conducting several oral 
history interviews: with Mr. C. Hux 
Coulter, Florida State Forester; and 
with Colonel Wendell Becton, U.S. 
Army Engineers, Ft. McPherson, Geor- 
gia, and Mr. Harold Barnett, Forester 
at Fort Gordon, Georgia. A prelimi- 
nary interview was also made with 
Mr. E. L. Demmon, recently retired 
Director of the Southeastern Forest 
Experiment Station, Asheville, North 
Carolina, and past President of the So- 
ciety of American Foresters. 

Mr. ..aunder also visited Florida’s 
two recognized repositories, the Yonge 
Memorial Library, University of Flori- 
da, Gainesville, and the Southern Busi- 
ness History Center, Florida State Uni- 
versity at Tallahassee. At Gainesville, 
he discussed with members of the fac- 
ulty the possibility of engaging a 
graduate student in research into the 
Austin Cary papers which are in the 
School of Forestry Library.
